WHAT FRANK CARPENTER SAYS. 

From the Brooklyn Arqua’ report af an interview with 
Frank B. Carpenter. 

Reporter— How long have you been acquainted 
with Mr. Tilton ? 

Mr. Carpenter—T wenty years. 

Reporter—Have you been intimate with him 

Mr. Carpenter—I have. ’ 

Reporter—Has he ever evinced, sither by 
word or manner, vindictiveness or malice against 
Henry Ward Beecher ? 

Mr. Carpenter—No. I never knew a man to 
bear so much. One of the editors of the Zagle 


told me that Theodore Tilton had suffered more 
than apy man since Josus Christ. Tilton told 
me the night that he put the Bacon letter to 

ress that he would rather take thirty-nine 
ashes in the flesh, and draw blood every time, 
than have printed this thing against Mr. 
Beecher. Tilton further said: ‘‘Mr. Beecher 
has laid open his breast and told me to smite. 
His pleating face is before me now. But Dr. 
Bacon has put me in the attitude of a knave 
and a dog, and [I must place myself right 
before the world.” He also said, ‘* This is no 
impersonal newspaper attack. Dr. Bacon was 
my senior on the Jndependent. He is a good 
and wise man, and if his statement goes 
forth upcontradicted I am diagraced before 
Christendom.” The morning that Dr. Bacon's 
~ was published Mr. Beecher, Mr. Tilton, 

r. Moulton, and Mr. Thomas G. Shearman 
were together in Mr. Moulton’s study. Mr. Til- 
ton took out of his pocket a New York paper 
containing a report of Dr. Bacon’s speech. That 
part of the speech refecting to Beecher’s = 
nanimity and to Tilton’s being a knave and «a 
dog Mr. Tilton read to Mr. Beecher. He then 
said, ‘‘ Mr. Beecher, you know that I have treat- 
ed you with the utmost fairness, and that the 
statements of Dr. Bacon are untrue; I call upon 

ou, as & simple act of justice, to make a correc- 
ion of Dr. Bacon's charges. You have a news- 
paper of yourown; you can doit without com- 
promising yourself and without damage to yonur- 
self. If you do not oorrect the impression 
which Dr. Bacon has given the people I shall be 
compelled to do it myself, and if I do it, Mr. 
Beecher, it will be done with serious damage to 
you.” Mr. Beecher made no reply. 

Reporter— Have you regarded Theodore Tilton 
as a tale-bearer ? 

Mr, Carpenter—Theodore Tilton, has striven 
to shield these parties. Dr. Storrs has frequent- 
ly commented on his utter absence of vindictive- 
ness and the sorrow-stricken air and attitude 
with which Mr. Tilton came to him to ask his ad- 
vice. 

Reporter—What was the character of Mr. 
Tilton’s home ? 

Mr. Carpenter—It waa one of the mdst delight- 
ful homes I ever knew. 

Reporter—Are you prépared to say, from your 
own knowledge, that Mr. Tilton was disinclibed 
to publish the letter to Dr. Bacon ? 

r. Carpenter—1l am, and do so say. After Dr. 
Bacon had made that speech to the Divinity 
Class, Mr. Tilton wrote him a private letver to 
correct the faise impression Dr. Bacon bad formed 
up to three months after Mr. Tilton called Mr. 
Beecher’s attention to Dr. Bacon’s open attack 
on him. Mr. Beecher had made no sign, had 
shown no intention of replying. Then Tilton 
wrote the Bacon letter, as the least he coulddo in 
justice to his own good name, to his children, and 
to his friends. His intimate friends demanded 
that he should doit. Theytold Mr. Tilton that if 
he allowed such charges as Dr. Bacon had made 
concerning him to pass uurefuted, he would for- 
feit the respect of eve dy. Mr. Tilton asked 
me if I would take his letter to Dr. Bacon. I 
said I would. At my request he accompanied 
me to New Hayen, as I thought Dr.. Bacoa, upon 
reading that letter, would wish to ask questions 
which I coul@y’t answer. Mr. Tilton {finall 
consented to go with me. Dr. Bacon receiv 
us with courd@sy and kiodness. Mr. Tilton said: 
** Dr. Bacof, I have come to you with my state- 
ment. You™havé represented me before the 
world aga bad man. You have not had the facta 
in this case upon which to forma correct judg- 
ment. I have come here, believing you to be a 
ood man—incapable of doing any mao 
willful injustice. Idonot want to make this 
case public, and I have come here with my friend 
Mr. Carpenter, who bears this letter, in the 
hope that your wisdom may devise a course by 
which my good uame may be saved, without giv- 
ing publicity to the facts in this case.” He then 
read the letter to Mr. Bacon, with searcely an 
interruption. When be finished, Dr. Bacon said: 
‘‘T have been thinking, Mr. Tilton, as you have 
been reading, whether this is a private commu- 
nication ? ” ; 

Mr. Tilton said, ‘“* All I want is justice. I hope 
you will suggest some way by which justice may 
be done me without giving the case to the 
world.” 

A reference was then made to Mr. Bowen’s 
part of the tripartite covenant, and Dr. Bacoa 
said - P 7 


**T have observed that Mr. Bowen, in with- 
drawing bis charges, does not say they are not 
true. He simply withdraws them.” 

Mr. Tilton spoke charitably and feelingly to 
Dr. Bacon with regard to Mr. Beecher, and did 
not show malice or vindictiveuess. I call upon 
Dr. Bacon so testify to the truth of my state- 
ment. As we rose to take our leave Dr. Bacon 
said.he could not give advice on so important a 
matter without reflection. We bade him good- 
by and returned to New York the same eveniag. 
This was Friday, the 16th of Jast month. 

The next evening Mr. Tiiton asked me to write 
a note to Dr. Bacon, asking him if he could ree- 
ommend any course by which publication could 
be avoided. In compliance with bis request I 
wrote this note:

lishes that letter, and Piymouth Church does not 
reply to it within twenty-four hours by a suit at 
law against Mr. Tilton they will have no case 
before the Christian public. 

Mr. Carpenter continued : 

“In the original letter, as read to Dr. Bacon, 

charge against Mr. Beecher was in these 
: ‘Knowledge came to me in 1870 that 
he (Mr. Beecher) had committed against me and 
my family a revolting e¢rime.’ After the letter 
wae int and the proof was being corrected 
one of Mr. Beecher’s intimate friends implored 
Tilton to change this language, and muke the 
charge in the words: ‘An offense which I for- 
bear to name or characterize.’ This gentleman 
said to Mr. Tilton in my presence: ‘If you will 
change this language Mr. Beecher will make a 
public acknowledgment of an offense.’ Mr. Til- 
ton at first refused to so modify the expression, 
but was overruled by the pleadings of Mr. 

Beecher’s friends. I consider this another proof 
that Theodore Tilton bas acted without malice 
in this matter.” 

Reportver—Did not Mr. Tilton think that Mr. 
Beecher’s apology bound him to silence ? 

Mr. Carpeuter—He never revealed that apol- 
ogy either to Dr. Storrs or myself until after 
Mr. Beecher wrote the letter of defiance calling 
for an investigating committee. 

Reporter—ln what terms has Mrs. Tilton 
ferred to her husband ? 

Mr. Carpenter—Always in the language ef af- 
fection, and often with pride. 

Reporter—Has Mr. Cleveland aver intimated 
to you that, in case of disclosure, other ladies 
would be involved ? 

Mr. Carpenter—He has repeatedly. 

Reporter—Did he mention names ? 

Mr. Carpenter—He did. 

Reporter— Will you state them ? 

Mr. Carpenter—lI will not, 

Reporter—Will you siate them if called upon 
to give them before a court ? 

Mr. Carpenter—I might then be compelled to. 
I will not do it voluntarily. 

Reporter—Did you ever have any conversation 
with Oliver Johnson in reference to this case ? 

Mr. Carpenter— Why do you ask this question ? 

Reporter—Mr. Johnson stated before the Com- 
mittee that Mr. Tilton had never, in conversa- 
tion with him, accused Mr. Beecher of criminali- 
ty. Did Mr. Johnson ever intimate to you that 
Mr. Tilton had charged criminality ? 

Mr. Carpenter—He has. Mr. Johnson and 
myself, as the friends of Mr. Theodore - Tilton 
have frequently talked over this maiter. I hb 
reason to consider Mr. Johnson Mr. Tilton’s 
most intimate friend next to Mr. Moulton. Mr. 
Johnson and myself often conversed about Mr. 
Tilton with mutual interest and sympathy for, 
him. Mr. Johnson gave me my first absolute 
conviction that there was something criminally 
wrong between Mr. Beecher and Mrs. Tilton. 
Mr. Johnson distinctly told me that Mr. Tilton 
had charged adultery between Mr. Beecher and 
Mrs. Tilton. This statement was made to mein 
July, 1873, at the foot of the stairs leading to 
the office of the Christian Union. 


WHAT OLIVER JOHNSON SAYS. 
From the New York. Tribune, July 29. 

A Tribune reporter called upon Oliver John- 
son, at No. 244 East Thirteenth street, last even- 
ing, and shewed him the statement of Frank B. 
Carpenter. Mr. Johnson reed the statement, 
and the following conversation ensued : 

Q.—Do you know anything of Mr. Carpenter's 
connection with the scandal, and the time when 
it began? A.—Yes, it began long before the 
time he names—May, 1873. He came to me 
about itas early, I think, as the latter part of 
1871 or the beginning of 1872. He was a volun- 
teer meddler and partisan of Mr. Tilton, and I 
heard of bis gossiping on the subject in various 
quarters. He says he was first brought actively 
into the case by Mr. Beecher, but he had been 
actively in it for at least a year before the time 
he names, and seemed to enjoy nothing else so 
much as running about the city and talking 
te people on the subject. He has done more, 
I think, than any other man, save Mr. Tilton 
himself, to foster and propagate the scandal, and 
has from the first been a partisan rather than a 
true friend of Mr. Tilton, constantly lendiog 
himself to the plans devised by the latter to keep 
the scandal from dying out. 

Q.—Did you say in your testimony before the 
Committee that Mr. Tilton bad never, in conver- 
sation with you, accused Mrs. Tilton of adul- 
tery? A.—Idid not. I was not interrogated on 
that pomt, ae the official report of the testimony 
must show. I was asked only to say what 
offense Mr. Tilton charged Mr. Beecher with in 
his interview with Mr. Bowen, Dec, 25, 1870, and 
I said that be simply charged him on that occa- 
sion with having made improper advances to his 
wife, which she resisted. On other occasions he 
used language which I understood to imply 
somethiog worse than this; but I do not remem- 
ber that he ever used the word “‘ adultery.” He 
told me that he had forgiven Mr. Beecher, and 
sealed his forgiveness with a kiss; and yet every 
pow and then he spoke of Mr. Beecher to me in 
the most opprobrious language, calling him 
more than once a ‘‘damned scoundrel,” évincing 
a frightful bitterness and malignity. He told so 
many and copiradictory stories of the offense as 
to awaken a strong suspicion in my mind, at 
times, that be was either crazy or that the scan- 
dal had little or no foundation, 

Q.—What js your opinion as to Mr. Tilton’s pro- 
feased reluctance to publish the scandal? A.—I 
believe it to be entirely simulated. Tbere is no 
possibility of explaining his conduct for the last 
three years without supposing him to have cher- 
ished the purpose to make the scandal public in 
such a form as would be likely to injure if not to 
destroy Mr. Beecher. At every point where the 
public seemed to be forgetting it he always had 
some cunning device for reviving it; and at 
every point he bypocritically set up the plea that 
it was Mr. Beecher who compelled him to speak. 
His treachery and perfidy, on his own showing, 
are simply indescribable. The ecclesiastical 
council was the result of his perfidy in propa- 
gating a seandal which he had solemnly pro- 
fessed to forgive. All the denunciations of his 
conduct by Dr. Bacon and others, of which he 
complained, were simply and solely the fruit of 
his own deliberate treachery. He knew that Mr. 
Beecher had no responsibility, or shadow of re- 
sponsibility, for what Dr. Bacon had written on 
the subject, and that it was not within his prov- 
ince or power to silence him. 

Q.—Has Mr. Carpenter reported correctly what 
-_ said to him in July, 1873? A.—He has not. 

r. Carpenter told me on that occasion that Mr. 
Tilton had described Mr. Beecher’s offense to 
him as nothing but an improper advance to Mrs.

LETTER FROM ‘‘GATH.” 
Frem Our Own Correspondent. 
, Baparoda, July 26, 1874, 

Did you ever see the like of the Beecher ex- 
citement? It is the topic of Saratoga, to the 
exclusion of every other theme,—regatta or 
turf; the late Walworth horror, of whigh the 
enactors were residents; or stocks, or pools, or 
President Grant. A great man walks on a per- 
ilous ridge, and Beecher walked there with his 
forehead in the heavens, shining with the light 
thereof. He was always drawing us up toward 
him, and he made religion a kind of Fourth of 
July,—squibby, and audacious, and explosive. 
Brought up in s plain way, and having no te- 


ligion of my own, but a sort of belief that what | 


my fathers had was pretty reliable for squalls,’ I 
was always afraid of Beecher. He was too gen- 


erous with his beatitudes. He didn’t blisier | 
anything. There was veither Sinai nor Geth- [ 


semane in his theology. He praised fast horses, 
billiards, ten-pins, and rich men, He discovered 
that a rich man was the most available conserva- 
tor of Christianity; and, im this respect, ad- 
vanced upon an old belief, that is was harder for 
a camel to go throagh the eye of a needle than 
forarich man to enter the Kingdom of God.

LIBERALIZE THINGS TOO MUCH, 

and Mr. Beecher was really aown to optimism 
some time ago, where no part of my Bible-ever 
got. Tennyson drew “A Character” a little 
near him im the poem of that name, where he 
described a man “with # lack-lustre, dead-bine 
eye, devolving his rounded periods,” and yet 
‘with chiseled features clean and sleek,” re- 
marking that ‘‘ The earth was beautiful.” The 
poet says, “ Himself unto himself he sold.” 
Did Beecher ? 

The style of Mr. Beecher did not evolve either 
religious or heroic characters as examples to 
men ; for to all such there should be a sternness: 
at times, such as Moses and Mahomet, Christ 
and Calvin, Knox and Cranmer, had. You can- 
not beautify vour Divinity by painting Him m 
and im, till, in the softness of your tints, the 
-portrait loses the outline of the God. This 
world that Christ left with pain on His face, 
promising to return, and never yet doing it, must 
still wear a little of that clond im which the sun 
was veiled. Mr. Beecher had come to be so op- 
timistic thas his world looked to bo a croquet- 
ground, and his Gods feared, then, to use the 
maliets. Entering life with pain, leaving it with 
pain, life must not be the highest we were meant 
for. nor Heaven too like the world. And yet

of this form in Mr. Beecher’s Gospel; his Prod- 
igal Son did not repent, but had the good time ; 
his Dives was a very good parishioner; he bap- 
tized with lavender, and read the burial-service 
out of a pastoral. Things had gone to be so 
volatile in his faith that mhatever was Beecher 
was the whole solemn mystery of our religion ; 
and, in our idolization of the man for.his many 
noble but too frequent liberalizations, we played 
the holiday in church, and lost the principles of 
piety and restraint. New commandments were 
being given to us every Sabbath; new veneering 
was put onthe grand old cburch-furniture;

AT THE CITY-HALL. 

It is seldom that a question so thoroughly en- 
grosses the Aldermanic mind as to supply it 
with food for conversation for two consecutive 
deys. The architect question, however, proved 
an exception to the rule, having, during the past 
two days, been the only topic ef conversation 
which the City Fathers cared to touch upon. 
Take it altogether, the City-Hali architect ques- 
tion from beginning to end is one of the most 
mixed up affairs.

Quite a large concourse of pleasure-seekers 
had reached the grounds before the first train 
arrived, having gone out by private conveyance, 
and on feot from the neighborhood.

These, of course, were the ex- 
crescences which cling to such occasions in 
general. Fortunately there was nothing worse. 


The official diguitaries, the unofficial celebrities, 
and the great men generally, did not arrive until 
after 2 o'clock and upon the second train. In 
the absence*of these gentlemen the crowd man- 
aged to kill time as best it could.

WORK FOR THE GRAND JURY. 
There is a special Grand Jury now in session, 
convened to indict incendiaries. We euggest to 
the State’s Attorney, or, if he be too busy, to 
the members of the Grand Jury, that they in- 
vestigate now, while the affair is hot, and before 
any of the parties are called out of town on 
*“* business,” the alleged purchase of the votes 
of Aldermen and:County Commissioners to elect 
Egan and Karis architects for the new Court- 
House. 
It is the current topic of the streets that the 
election of these architects was parchased 
the money being paid in advance, and it was due 
to this cash on delivery that the Common Council 
postponed all other matters, and, while half a 
dozen fires were raging, devoted an entire meet- 
ing to the election of Karls and Egan. 
The story runs that in this case the bribery 
was accomplished in the fashion which prevailed 
under the government of .‘‘McCauley’s nine- 
teen.” A certain sum, stated in this case va- 
riously at $10,000, $16,000, and $26,000, was to 
be deposited with a stakeholder, to be held by 
him until Egan and Karis were elected, and 
then to be paid by the stakeholder .to the per- 
sons entitled to the same. In the celebrated 
case where Ald. Montgomery came to grief, 
$2,500 was put up; the editor of a newspaper in 
the ring pocketed $600, and the remaining 
$1,900 was paid out to the Aldermen on the list. 
The truth of that story is a matter of judicial rec- 
ord. In this case the purchase-money was much 
larger,—the sale being of two offices supposed 
to be worth anywhere from $120,000 to $200,000. 
The election of Tilley last night has not yet 
been commented on. Of course, if the Grand 
Jury have any desire to push this investi- 
gation, they can find out how much was 
demanded of the various architects who 
were willing to accept the office. It is their 
duty to discover who was the stakeholder, who | 
paid him, or put up the money, and, finding 
him, to discover to whom he paid or is to 
pay the money thus put into his hands. We do 


more profitably employed than in probing this 
corruption to the bottom. It is the very season 
for an investigation. One-third of the members 
of the Board of County Commissioners and one- 
half the members of the Board of Aldermen are 
to be elected this fall. All the present incum- 
bents are candidates for re-election, and the 
public have a right to demand that this alleged 
bribery be investigated, and the guilty men 
branded as such before the election. 

This whole thing of rebuilding the Court- 
House is a monstrous job. It is the pretext for 
a raid by the contractors on the City Treasury. 
At this very moment the floating debt of the city 
is not less than $3,000,000, represented by cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, and these are offered 
for sale at.every bank in the city.* While this 
state of things is due to the ina- 
bility of the people to pay their taxes 
until the last moment, while the city has 
its notes for borrowed money waiting funds to 
pay with, the majority in the two city govern- 
ments are frantically eager to commit the city to 
an expenditure which will not close with less 
than five millions of dollars. The first step in 
the job was to elect three architects who are 
to direct this expenditure and certify to the bills 
of the contractors, and receive 3 per cent on the 
total expenditure. These offices were worth 
money,—the biggest things of the kind offered 
for some time ; and if the current stories be true 
the Aldermen and the Commissioners demanded 
and received the price of their votes. The cir- 
cumstances of the case sharply point towards 
corruption. The anxiety to get at the work, the 
indecent postponement of all other business, 
the zeal displayed in the election of the same men 
by both Boards, and the past history of the Com- 
mon Council in like transactions, justify the

A third architect (Tilley) was elected 
by the Common Council last night on the ground 
that the election of three would not be more 
illegal than the election of one. The Council is 
already persuafled that it will not be able to 
carry out the job. Though the opinion of City 
Attorney J amié¢son was not delivered last night, 
it has been prepared, and it is understood to 
sustain Tuz Trisune’s position, and to puta 
quietus to the Egan-Tilley-Karis scheme for all 
time. | : 

We have already pointed out that the City 
Charter has lodged all authority to superintend 
the construction of public buildings in the Board 
of Public Works, who alone can estimate therefor, 
and contract for all materials and work ; tat 
there is no power to empioy architects, except as 
persons higed by the Board of Public Works, 
just as the engineers, and surveyors, and other 
city officers are) employed by that Board. In 
that way, and in that way alone, can they be em- 
ployed on the bhilding ; but even then they can- 
not in any wise jexercise the authority placed By 
law exclusively 1m the hands of the Board of 
Public Works, who alone can certify to the correct- 
ness of the contractors’ bills. ‘ 

Nor can the Common Council, nor the Boar 
of County Commissioners, vote to these arcbi- 
tects a compénsation contingent upon the 
amount expended. Tnese men are elected by 
the County Board as architects to superintend 
the erection of the Court-House, and they 
therefore become county officers during their 
term of employment. In like manner, when 
elected by the Common Council, by ordinance 
or otherwise, they become city officers. The City 
Charter, Chap. 2, Sec. 1, Page 385, says : 

The Municipal Government of, the city shall consist 
of a Common Council, composed of the Mayor and 
two Aldermen from each ward. The dther officer#f 
the Corporation shall be as follows: A Clerk, Comp- 
troller, a Board of Public Works, a City Engineer, « 
Board of Police {hdre follows a long list], and as many 
b: idge-tenders, fir¢men, constables, policemen, sealers 
of weights and measures, inspectors, measurers, 
weighers, gaugers, keepers and assistants of work- 
houses, hospitals, and Bridewell, or House of Correc- 
tion, belimen, and such other oficers and agents as may 
be provided for by| this act, or the Common Council 
may from time to time direct, | 

It will be seé@m, therefore, that the Commo 
Council may by ordinance authorize the em- 
ployment of three or more architects, but can- 
not give to them any power or authority con- 


Works. They cah exercise no power of super- 
intendency of public buildings, nor make any 
gontracts for thé city, nor sign any estimates 
upon which money can be drawn from the City 
Treasurer. In all that pertains to the erection 
of a public building they must be subordinate 
to and under the ¢ontrol of the Board of Public 
Works. Nevertheless, by the charter, they be- 
come “ officers of the city.” 

The Common Council 1 prohibited by law 
from making any. compensation to any oflicér, 
save by astated galary; it cannot pay him by 
fees and commiskions. The law is imperative. 
Chap. 3, Sec. 30, Page 399, reads : 

The salaries of all city officers who receive a fixed 
compensation for their services, and whose salaries are 
not definitely prescribed by the City Charter, includjng 
all officers and emplbyes in the Police and Fire Depart- 
mente of said city, ¢halt be established by the Common 
Council in the eniual Appropriation bill, or by same 
ordinance passed prior to the passage of such annual 
Appropriation bill, and the salaries or compensation 
thus established shall neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished by the said Common Council after the passage 
of such annual Appropriation bill during the then 
current municipal year, and no extra compensation 
shall ever be allowed ito any such officer or employe in 
any department of the City Government over and 
above that provided im manner aforesaid, 

Here, then, is a double obstacle. All officers 
shall have a fixed salary, aud that salary shall be 
prescribed ‘in the) annual appropriation ordi- 
nance. Now these architects may be authorized 
by law as subordinates of the Board of Public 
Works, but their compensation must be by & 
fixed salary, and nat by fees or commissions. 

In respect to the county officers, the stipula- 

tion is no less important. They must be paid by 
fixed salaries and pot by commissions or feed. 

There may not be any limit in this case as to the 
amount of salary, bat whatever it is it must be » 
fixed sum per annum, and in no case by fees or. 
commissions. Thé law of 1872 carrying into 
effect the provision of the Constitution in this’ 
respect compels alliofficers who receive ‘*‘com- 

missions” on disbursements, and Sheriffs whq 

are entitled to “ cdmmissions ” on sales, to pay 

all said * commissipns” into the County Treas+ 

ury, and prohibits them from retaining a dollar 

thereof. They can only receive the salary fixed 

by the Board of County Commissioners. } | 

It is proposed to (make these architects offi-' 

cers of the county and also officers of the city ; 
and to pay them out of each Treasury a commis-~ 
sion which will not’ be less than $100,000, and 
may reach and excded $200,000. The Constitu- 
tion and the act of the Legislature of 1872, and’ 
the City Charter alike, prohibit any compensation’ 
of either city or coupty officers in that manner, 
and imperatively require that they shall be paid 
by a salary fixed by|law. There is no use whip-: 
ping the devil around the stump in this matter.

The efficiency of laws to prevent corners is 
seriously calied in question by this spectacle. 
The only other comment that seems to be called 
for is that, while the fight between bulls and 
bears lasts, the farmer gets that much more fot 
his grain, provided he can get it into Chicago be- 
fore the corner breaks. Which of the two fac- 
tions on ’Change loses money is of no more con- 
sequence to society at large than the transfer of 
gamblers’ chips on a green cloth. 


In order that the Republican party may con-

The second requisite, viz.: That district appor- 
tionments be made to facilitate the election of 
Republicans, unhappily needs as little illustra- 
tion as the first. The gerrymander was invented, 
indeed, when this ceatury was young, but. it 
never came into perfect use until the necessity 
of saving the country was forced upon the elect.

It will be observed that every ome of these counties 
gives a Democratic majority, and yet the districts have 
been so arranged as to make one Republican and the 
other Democratic. To do this the Counties of Carbon, 
Columbia, Monroe, Montour, and Pike, and a fringe of 
Democratic towns in Luzerne, including the Demo- 
cratic half of the City of Scranton, are all massed in 
one heavily Democratic district, The remaiider of 
Luzerne County is expected to be a Repubtican district. 


The Seventh and Tenth Districts of Pennsyl- 
vania are constructed in like manner. “The 
Counties of Bucks, Montgomery, Northampton, 
and Lehigh are each and all Democratic. To 
make ® Republican district (the Seventh), the 
Republican towns in Bucks are joined to Mont- 
gomery, and overwhelm ite Democratic majority ; 
the Democratic towns in Bucks heip to swell a 
Democratic majority in the Tenth District. The 
first five districts are created of Philadelphia, 
and it will be observed with what magnanimity 
Sam Randall (Democrat, so-called) is provided 
for by his Republican owners. Takiog the whole 
vote of Pennsylvauia in October, 1872, as the 
Republicans counted it (and the count was a 
fraud), 317,853 Democrati¢e voters are permitted 
to elect seven Democratic Representatives and 
Sam Randall; while 353,387 Republican voters 
elect nineteen Representatives and own Sam 
Randall. 

Now, if, after providing such districts as above 
described, the people should have the heartless- 
ness and bad faith to elect a man of the Opposi- 
tion in any district not assigned to the Opposition 
(thereby endangering the preservation of the 
country), what thing is easier than to ‘' contest 
the election,” and appeal to all the sacred prece- 
dents which have accumulated since Dawes was 
first Chairman of the Committee on Klections 
in Congress?

Since any defeated candidate may 
contest the election, and since the practice of 
the House has been to encourage Republicans, 
especially, todoso; and since the mere notice 
of such contest may, in the opinion of the

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THE PROGRESS OF FREE TRADE. 


United States. He said, in regard to free trade, 
that this country was not distinctly committed 
to protection. A few selfish interests had com- 
bined and had for the present carried the day. 


‘the few. The feeling against the system sus- 
tained by such jobbery grew stronger every day. 
He regarded the sentiment of Cincinnati—"' the 
largest of the central cities of the country”—aa a 
very good index to that of the country. Now 
there were not in all Cincinnati, to his knowl 
edge, half-a-dozen persons who believed in pro- 
tection. The trouble was that Pennsylva- 
nia was so rich that she thought she 
ought to be helped by poorer States! She 
had a pronounced policy of protection, and 
political parties accepted it for the sake of her 
support. But the free-traders hoped to convert 
Pennsylvania. New England was already con- 
verted. The leaven was leavening the whole 
lump. The questions arising from the War had 
forced this principle of free exchange into the 
background for the time, but it was now assert- 
ing itself again. He had great hopes for the 
future. - 

Mr. Halstead is undoubtedly justified in think- 
ing that free trade is gaining ground in this 
country, altbough he may overestimate the rate 
of gain. The high-tariff system was sprung 
upon the country in 1861, under the plea of 
patriotic necessity. The people, thinking that 
they were to be taxed by the land they loved, 
consented to be taxed by the monopolists. 
Since then, «a combination of bloated 
industries have hindered revenue-reform. Yet 
the tariff has already been somewhat reduced. 
The good work will goon. The demonstrations 
of Col. Grosvenor and others that the high rates 
of freight of which the farmers complain are 
the direct cause of the increased cost of rails and 
rolling-stock under a high tariff have converted 
tens of thousands of Western voters to free 
trade. The perceptible stimulus thatthe tem- 
porary suspension of the tariff gave to the re- 
building of Chicago has been of solid missionary 
service. The crash of the feeble industries fos 
tered by the tariff at a time when less-protected 
branches of trade stood out the storm sturdily 
has shown many how unnatural and unhealthy 
isthe growth caused by the laws of the land com- 
pared with that caused by the laws of Nature. 
Free trade is probably stronger now than at any 
time sipce*the Morrill tariff began its baneful 
work. 


FRENCH REPUBLICS. 

It is plain that the French people are not sat- 
isfied with their present Government. It is 
chronic with them to be dissatisfied with their 
political situation. Ever since their Great Rev- 
olution they have made ita principle to under- 
value what they have, and pine for what they 
have not and canndt have. To this principle of 
dissatisfaction, and to no other, they have been 
true, in their political life, for the last three- 
quarters of a century. They establish Govern- 
ments only to overthrow them. The fact that 
government—Republican, Monarchical, or Im- 
perial—makes a mistake, is reason sufficient 
why it should be abolished. The French 
method of reform is aanihilation of that 
which needs reform, and a beginning 
de novo. They never think, like the 
English, to improve what they have, by resort- 
ing to the forms of Jaw. As Mr. J. C. Morrison 
says, in the last number of the Fortnighily Re- 
view, the French method of reform in politics is 
the revolutionary method; that is, the method 
of despotism as distinguished from the method 
of liberty. But thisis not theonly point in which 
Frenchmen deviate fromthe right path. They 
differ from the English, not only in their method 
of political reform, but in the manner in which 
they approach political questions. Such prob- 
lems they treat alwaysabsolutely. They are al- 
ways more or less utopian in their political views. 
Frenchmen do not draw their conclusions from 
experience. Their constitutions are elabo- 
rated in the closet. They partake - of 
the nature of articles of faith, with 
this exception, that they do not pretend to 
be revéaled to man by the Supreme 
Being. Frenchmen are Orleanists, Bourbon- 
ists, Bonapartists, Republicans, or Communists, 
as, in past times, mtn were Calvinists, Catholics, 
Puritans, or Methodists. The odium theologicum 
is transferred to the fiela of politica. They 
have no true notion of compromise. Every 
French partisan believes himself infallible. His 
Own views are completeiy#ight. His opponents 
are completely wrong. The one cannot be en- | 
grafted on the other. Hence, destruction of the | 


existing political evils. It is asif the only way 
to cure a sick man were to kill him. In political 
matters Frenchmen as a rule‘do not reason ; they 
dream. There is more of the poet than of the 
statesman in their systems. 

From what we have just said it would seem 
that France is in a poor way to obtain a Govern- 
ment of any kind. A Monarchy or an Empire 
she will not have. A Republic she cannot have. 
This fact Mr. Morison, io the article referred to, 
so demonstrates that it cannot be gainsaid. In 
the way of the establishment of a French Re- 
public there are three classes of impediments. 
There are political impediments, moral impedi- 
ments, and social impediments. The political 
impediment is that among those who desire a 
Republic in France there is hopeless division. 
The Radicals of Paris do not agree with the Rad- 
icals of the large towns. Republicans such 
as M. Thiers can never agree permanently 
with such men as Rochefort and those 
who demand a distribution of the na 
tional wealth among all alike. There are 
Republican capitalists and Republican workmen ; 
and there is no hope to discover any policy to 
reconcile them with one another as long as the 
latter’ look upon the former az “so many rob- 
bers fattened on tHe spoliation of the poor.” A 
Republic in France would have immense difficul- 
ties to encounter. It would be attacked by fires 
from the front and from the rear, from the 
Conservative ranks of the country, and from the 
Socialistic and Communistic as weil. 

' Among the moral impediments to a Republic 
in France is the temperament of the people. A 
Republican people should beacool and sober 
people. They should be able to discuss and to 
compromise. The French are neither sober nor 
cool. They can neither discuss nor effect a com- 
promise in politics. They can talk themselves, but 
will not listen to any other person talk. Andthis 
is the case with them especially in political af-

ers do not seek or desire a ‘peaceful solution of 
the issue between them: jelves and their em- 


ployers. The workmen bhisor their employers 
with the designation of “executioners.” 


Mutual massacre is thei r most usual way of 


settling all differences, M. Vermesch, in a 
pamphlet, Les Incendiais es, published in Lon- 
don, expresses the feelin g of the laborers for 
the rest of the commu nity pretty accurately 
when he says that the pr: >letariate and the bour- 
geoisie are in a state of i nevitable civil war, and 
that one or the other mt: st perish in the strug- 
gle. It is not reazonab! » to suppose that France 
can change her skin in «, very short time; and 
thus it happens that there is no immediate 
prospect of her succes: fully establishing a Re- 
public. 

But, while she can: :ot establish a Republic, 
neither can she maimtam s Monarchy, except, 
indeed, it be an alm mt irresponsible one. To 
the nitro-giycerine ¢/iaracter of Frenchmen an 
iron Government mu it be opposed, or anarchy 
will be the result.

The 
fact that . the Conservatives have now gained 
control « »f Texas and Arkansas, and that the 
whites rn ow largely outnumber the blacks in 
those St:: Les, will probably put a stop to any fur- 
ther blac 3k immigration. But Seuth Carolina 
and Fio: ida in the East and Mississippi and 
Louisian a im the West may become black Repub- 
lics, ruled .at home and represented in 
Washin; ston almost exclusively by black men. 
While there are certain grave objections 
to such a settlement of the problem 
that ist .ow vexing the South, there are alsocertain 
great a ivantages in it. It would simplify poli- 
tics, re move the danger of riot, and re-establieh 
self-go vernment at the South, by taking away ail 
pretext for Federal interference. Moreover, the 
two riwea, if each were left to itself, would 
speedi! y separate into parties founded on prin- 
ciple a nd not on color. It is doubtful whether 
they ever will, if they continue to oppose each 
other in the same State. This would bea great 
step gained. But there are some remote and 
conti: gent dangers about the separation into 
white and black States which prevent an abso- 
lute i ndorsement of the project. 
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THE SEIZURE OF THE TRENT. 
In the fall of 1861, every man in America 
knerr what the Trent was. Now the name will 
prot.ably suggest nothing to the majority of 
reaci ers. Yet the seizure of the Trent—the ves- 
sel + rhich was carrying the Confederate envoys, 
Mae on and Slidell, to Europe—came very near 
reso lting in the destruction of our blockade and 
the possible triumph of the South. The pubii- 
cati on of the Count de Paris’ book on our Civil 
Wa r bas revived this, among other bits of his- 
tor: 7. His judgment on the Trent affair is val- 
ual »le, because circumstances made him impaz- 
tia). He was in the service of the Union at the 
tir. 16, but be had spent years in honored exile in 
Er igland. His ties to both countries were 
sti ong. His book gives a graphic sketch of the 
se izure. Mason and Slidell had run the 
blockade at Charleston and reached Havana, 
winere they were received with many 
tokens of honor. Capt. Wilkes, of the 
United States corvette San Jacinto, “sas 
sailor known by hig discoveries in the An- 
tarctic seas, very learned, but of a solitary and in- 
@ependent disposition,” was then in Havana. He 
tras an ardent student of maritime law. He oon- 
walted his books and convinced himself that he 
had the right to take the Commissioners from a 
neutral deck. His vessel lay in wait in the chan- 
nel of the Bahamas. On Nov. 8, 1861, the 
British mail steamer Trent came in sight, The 
San Jacinto was cleared for action. An unshotted 
gun was fired. The Trent kept on. A abell 
burst before her bows and she came to. A boat- 
ful of marines, under the command of Lient. 
Fairfax, boarded her. in was notified 
that the San Jacinto meant to exercise the right 
of search. The passengers made riotous demon- 
strations, but reinforcements reached Fairfax 
and order was restored. The two Commission- 
ors were taken with some alight force 


from their cabins. While this unpleasant 
duty was being performed, Fairfax was strack

An Innocent Man Serves Seven Years 
im the Penitentiary.

; Mapison, Wis., July 30.—A pardon has been 
issued by Gov. Taylor to James B. Carter, who 
has spent over seven years in Waupun ov a life- 
sentence for murder, of which he was convicted 


, largely on his own admis-ion, at’ the LaCrosse 


County Court in 1867, but of which, it now ap- 
pears, be was innocent. He was living with 4 
shoemaker named Ira B. Wheeler, im Pepin 
County. He and his wife differed; and she was 
regarded as quite loose. Quarreling about 
some shoe-pegs she brushed over wih 
her while he was at work, she 
picked up a hatchet, siruck him in the 
head and killed him. Carter, horror-struck, saw 
the deed, and attempted to fly, but threais of 
accusing him of the murder aod persuasion in- 
duced him to stay and help hide the body. Sus- 
piclon was aroused, and both were arrested. On 
the plea that by confessing the guilt himself he 
could secure Mrs. Wheeier's cischarge, and then 
ber testimony, with other influences, could be 
used to secure his release, he was induced by 
counsel to admit the crime, Both, however, 
were convicted, The womau’'s discharge was se- 
cured by a writ of error ou technical grounds, 
and Carter sent to-State Prison. His 
brother has persistent}y labored to prove Car- 
ter innocent aud secure bis release, and to-day 
left for Waupun witha free pardon granted by 
the Executive on a mass of documents showing 
the above facts, the man’s good conduct in 
prison, etc. The official statement of the rea- 
sons for the pardon relates that the record 
showed the man was made a victim of the woman 
Wheeler and her friends, and pardon is recom- 
mended among others by the Judge who sen- 
tenced him, the District-Attorney who prose- 
cuted, and five of the jurors, several of the 
witnesses for the State, county oilicials, and 
nearly 600 citizens of Pepin.

Beniholders’ Meeting of the Central 
Mailroad of Iowa, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune, 

New Yor«, July 30.—The bondholders of the 
Central Railroad of Iowa met at No. 20 Broad 
street to-day to take some action respecting the 
foreclosure of the mortgages. At the previous 
meeting @ repo:t was submitted that the road 
was bopelessly insolvent, and a foreclosure was 
recommended, Presdent I J. Cate, of Boston, 
made a statement respecting the fivancial em- 
barrassments of the road. and requested the 
boochoiders to aupoint a committee, consisti: 
of three of the first-mortgage holders, an 
three of the second-mortgage hoiders, to 
carry on the ioreclosure proceedings. The earn- 
ings of the road have never equaled its eee 
and interest on the boaods was paid at by 
the early friends of the enterprise. A year ago 
these friends refused to do this any longer, and 
the bondholders were requested to fund five of 
their interest coupons that were then overdue 
into the new bonds. The majority of both classes 
of bondholders agreed to do but a large 
mioority refused, and, owiog to pew con- 
struc-ion lately put upon the laws of Iowa with 
regard to railroads, the Company have adviced, 
and the bondholdeis yesterday decided, to foxe- 
close and reorganize the Company.

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARAN 

On the morning of Thursday, July ‘fh, Mien 
Andrus, & youth of 17 years of age, left his 
home, 999 West Lake street, to carry & bundte of 
soiled apparel to the washerwoman’s establish- 
ment to undergo the purifying process of the 
washtub; when night eame he had not yet te- 
turned. His elder brotlie® sat on the doorstep 


until midnignt watching and listening for his 
footsteps, but stili Milon did not come to 
rélisye him by his gisd presence. Friday 
came, but brought no tidings of the 
missing one. Adellan, bis brother, now became 
thoroughly alarmed, and began to institute in- 
quinés. He first visited the washerwoman, who 
utformed him that his brother had been there, and 
left the clothes, and she had not seen him since, 
He next went to every place where he thought it 
might he possible to meet eomee tidings of him, 
but without success. n he visited the dif- 
ferent police stations, and notified. them of 
aon » Meeonen, 29 eectnes aid in finding 
1m, and spent whole i to 
some clew to his absence. stalin tin 

What made the circumstance more distressi 
was, that Mrs. Andras has been in poor healt 
for some timé, and, op her account, the family 
had gone into the country, where she now lies 
sick. The missing boy had always been known 
as a steady, domesticated youth, fond of home 
aud study, and his otter brother could only come 
to the conclusion that he had in some way met 
with death. He was now placed in 4 very pe- 
ciliar position; he felt that he dare not 
telegraph to his father the fact of Milons 
cofitinned sisenée, as thé tiews, in his 
mother’s state of health, might affect her fa- 
tally, amd he would nee every meade in his 
tte of ascertaining what had become of him, 

fore letting them know sanytking about it. Ac- 
cordingly he went to THe Trisune office and left 
an itém asking for information of his prother, 
which appeared in Saturday's paper. 

Saturday, Adellan heard that a boy who had 
been drowned in the lake, was lying at the Morgue 
awaiting identification. With a heavy heart 
he visited that place of death, fearing that in the 
corpse he might recognize his missing brother. 
He looked upon the ¥, which was that of a 
stranger, thinking mo doubt that some one was 
looking for this boy and experiencing as he was 
the deepest sorrow that he came not. 

A girl living in the vicinity of the artesian 
weil now reported that when the two brothers 
Ebenstem drove into the quarry Thursday 
and were both drowned, she saw a third person 
in the wagon, who bad on 4 straw-hat. As Milon 
Andrus wore a hat of that description, Adellan 
at once came to the conclusion that bis brother 
lay at the bottom of that fatal pond, where sev- 
eral have given up their lives already thie sum- 
mer. Nothing would now satisfy him but drag- 
ging the pond in order to recover the body. For 
several hours men wére at work with 
their implements, while the crowd looked 
on, expecting to see corpse dragred 
they felt certain 
be was there. Those who knew his habits would 
say: *‘He must be there. If he is not, where 
can he be?” 8So0 for s long time they worked, 
until, for want of success, they were obliged to 
desist ; still the feeling prévailed that he lay as 
the bottom of that pond. 

The undecided question in Adelian’s mind was, 
‘*should he tae to his parents?” His 
father ought to w of Milon’s absence, but 
the part must be from his mother. Finally, 
he decided that as tong as nothing was known 
there might be some hope, and he wonld wait a 
little longer. He might, perhaps, by searching, 
find some further clew to his mysterious disap- 
pearance. 

Sunday the news of the search came to the 
ears of a little girl named Emma Ballard, who 
electrified the community by simply saving “ He 
has gone with my brother to work on the frail- 
road. They left the city Thursday morning.” 
As Mr. An and his ily are highly re- 
spected in the neighborhr where he resides, 
the statement of this girl was received with in- 
tense relief, and conjectures of the reason that 
prompted him to take such a step took the place 
of mourning for bis probable fate. Adeijlan 
repaired to the Superintendent for information, 
and found that his name was registered as one 
of the employes of the railroad. 

The most probable reason yet given for his 
mode of procedure is that the boys who were go- 
ing out on the train met him in the street, and 
persuadéd bim to accompany them; thatit was 
nearly time for the cars to go out, andif he went 
at all he could not notify his brother who is em- 
ployed as clerkin atea store. Acting upon the 
impulse of the moment without any thought of 


the sorrow and trouble he might occasion, and 


probably thinking he had‘a chance to earn a lit- 
tle money, he at once consented to go with them. 
It would, however, take seyeral days’ work to 
défray the expenses incurred by his brother in 
his endeavors to find him. Young persons and 
old ones too are sometimes very crue! in their 
thoughtlessness. 

The quarry-poud near the artesiaf well is 
known to be a very dangerous place ; so much 80 
that if a boy or young man in that neighborhood 
is missing, the pond is the first place in every 
one’s mind, as, notwithstanding the danger, it is 
a favorite resort for bathing. It is situated in 
an old stone-quarry where the stone has been 
dug out, and the pond is said to be the result of 
of a spring in a seam of the rock. To the water 
rupping from this spring there is no visible out- 
let, but the knowing ones say there is an under- 
current which is not visible on the surface, 
and this undercurrent is fatal to any wx | 
thing coming in contact with it, whic 
makes it extremely dangerous as a bathing 
p and accounts for the many cases of drown- 
ing that occur there. The danger may be esti- 
mated when it is known that the water in some 
places is from 12 to 15 feet in depth, and this 
treacherous under-current forms a maelstrom on 
a small scale which cannot be resisted. Horses 
as well as mén and s are drowned there, as 
witness the loss of the Ebenstein brothers with 
their team Jast week. If persons will persist in 
placing their lives in jeopardy at that fatal spot, 
it istime the authorities took the matter in 
hand and placed a guard around it, prohibiting 
the citizens fram entering it.

exaggerated. Wisconsin will not have so mag- 
nificent a crop, as to the product per acre. as last 
year, which was far above the average.

BISMARCK, 


The Attempt te Assassinate Him. 

The Berlin corr ndent of the Loadon 
Times gives the following descripsion of the 
— attempted assassination of Prince Bis- 
m . 


‘* Prince Bismarck is residing at Kissengen, in + 
villa opposite the Saale bridge, the property of 
Dr. Diruff. There being botels and restaurants 
close by, the street in fropt of the villa is 
always much frequen ialiv about 
noon, when the Chancellor is the habit of 
driving out pre ry ‘to taking his bath. 
At a 1 on the eventful 13th, the Prince, 
a8 usual, emerged from the house, and, salut- 
ing the qowd assembied to receive him, 
took his seat in the carriage. He was accom- 
panied by Dr. Diruff, his host and physician 
ditring the bathing season, the box being occu- 
pied by a valet at the Prince's disposal during 
his stay at Kissengen. The carriage left the 
gardea surrounding the villa and entered the 
street. A short thick-set man ia the garb of a 
Roman priest stepped out before the borses; the 
coachman, calling out to the intruder, desired 
him to stand aside; the priest at first did not 
seem to notice the warnings of the coachman, 
but eventually left the road, and, moving rapidly 
along the footpath, kept up with the carriage. 
Fifty paces farther on he again stepped into the 

right before the iage. There were but 
few persons in this part of the street; ‘oae of 
these, detaching himself from the rest, pro- 
ceeded across the road to within a few paces in 
advance of the carriage. Taking off his hat to 

y his respect to the lrince, he caused the 

to give the miiitary salute in return. At 
this moment the carriage in its onward course 
had so far proceeded as to bring Prince Bismarck 
almost parallel with the individual in the road. 
In another instant, and while the priest was still 
loitering about before the horses, the man drew 
a pistol from his pocket, and, deliberately taking 
aim, fired at the Prince at a few 
The man being to the left of the carriage, the 
Prince, having raised his right hand in saluting, 
the bullet grazed the palm just below the thumb. 
The shot had no sooner been fired than the 
coachman, fearing a second shot, struck the as- 
sasein right agent ee ae ee oe ee = 
whip. poo this, flinging away pistol, 
man ran for his life. The priest decamped the 
moment the shot was fired, the few spectators 
on the spot hardly realizing what bad happened. 
In suppressed excitement the Prince ordered 
the coachmap to drive home. As the carriage 
turned, he glanced hastily to the villa inhabited 
by him, and, seeing nis daughter standing mo- 
tionless on the balcony, beckoned to her to sig- 
nify that all was well, but the Countess Marie 
was apparently too overcome by emoiwon to heed 
the sign he gave. 

“While the Prince was entering the villa 
and a gevtleman assisted the Countess into the 
room, the news of the startling event spread 
among the people in the street. A cry of indig- 
nation arose, and several gentiemen ran in 
the direction in which the assassin had fled. 
They found him struggling’in the grasp of a 
geutieman who, having witnessed the whole 
scene from a distance, intercepted the assassin 
as be was endeavoring to escape. Although the 
tussle had been but of a few seconds’ duration, 
the assassin, setting on his adversary with the 
utmost fury, had bitten bis thumb, torn his cra- 
vat, and attempted to throttle him. But the

The fashionable 
guests of the famous watering-place had collect- 
ed, turned out in a body, aod, mingling with all 
classes of the inbabitants, hastened forward in 
terrtble excitement. Ove-half, in which the la- 
dies were pumerously represented, made for the 
Prince's villa, the gentlemen mostly hurrying on 
to join those who were conducting the prisoner 
to gaol. There seems to be no doubt that but for 
the many fashionable elements contained in a 
Kissengen crowd in midsummer the criminal 
would have been lypcned on the spot. The 
street in front of the Prince’s villa meanwhile 
resounded with hurrahbs. Everybody wanted to 
see and congratulate the illustrious statesman 
who bad just bad such a parrow escape. The 
Prince appeared a moment on the balcony, and 


outsl ‘lube burrahs redoubled as the public 
convinced themselves that the object of their 
solicitude was safe. Having speat a short time 
in the doorway, the Prince withdrew. He, how- 
ever, appeared again half an hour later, when he 
drove to the prison to have a private interview 
with his intended murderer. On this occasion 
his arm was in a sling. Coming home he re- 
ceived Herr Lederer, and thanked him heartily 
for his timely aid in stopping the assassin. 
Later an especial thanksgiving service was per- 
formed by the Protestant clergy of the piace. 
A torchlight procession in the true German 
style closed the day. 

‘Edward Kuliman isa journeyman cooper 
20 years old, a Roman Catholic, and member of 
several religious societies. He isa native of 
Magdeburg, whither his parents removed from 
Eichsfeld, a peculiarly barren and impoverished 
county in the Prussian Province of Saxony, and 
the only Romanist district farand wide. His 
father is a huckster, selling dried fish in the low- 
er neighborhood of Magdeburg. His mother 
has been in a lunatic asylum at Haile for the 
last year. Eaward, the would-be assassin, at 
the age of 14 was apprenticed to a master 
cooper in his native city. Upon the expiration 
of his term of four years, he traveled for a 
year or s0, working in different cities at his 
trade, as is the custom of the German work- 
mena. He then returned to Magdeburg, aod 


comrades, attacked his late master in the 
street, stabbing apd wounding him, though not 
dangerously, for which he was sent to prison for 
three mont After this he went to Saiszwedel, 
where he joined the Catholic Journeymen’s So- 
ciety, and three months ago he disappeared 
witbout leaving any cleu bebind him. He is 
described as a remarkably stolid fellow, coarse, 
cool, aud determined. At the interview with the 
Prince Bismarck, after the deed, he is stated to 
have openly avowed bis intention to kill the man 
who, in his opision, is “tyepe: Bap Pope and 
oppressing the Church.
